HE fear of snakes is deeply ingrained in 

the most of humankind, and yet that 

it is not universal is evidenced by the 
accompanying pictures of members of the 
Reptile Study Society seeking them in their 
native haunts. The king snake (at left) is 
not poisonous, but has great constricting 
power, considering its size. I[t does not hesi- 
tate to tackle the deadly rattler and almost 
invariably comes off victorious by choking 
and crushing its opponent to death. 

The copperhead is one of the few venomous 
types we have in America. It has not the 
gallantry of the rattlesnake, which gives 
warning of its attack; nor the ferocity of the 
moccasin, which will pursue a man; but it is 
almost as poisonous as either. In color it is 
yellow with brown triangular blotches meet- 
ing across the back and a coppery red head, 
from which it derives its name. It frequents 
dry and rocky places as well as fields and 
meadows, has a smell like that 6f cucumbers, 
and this has often served as a warning to 
those walking among places frequented by 
this reptile. 

Many fatalities have occurred from its 
habit of sunning itself on the rocky fences of 
farms, from which vantage place it is able 
to strike at the face or throat of the unwary. 
It may reach a length of four feet, but is not 
usually quite so large, is sluggish in its habits 
and not aggressive, but its bite is extremely 
dangerous. Ammonia or turpentine poured 
into the wound are palliatives and sometimes 
curatives, but more reliance may be placed 
on sucking the wound and removing the parts 
about it with a knife. The method employe’ 
in capturing it is by pinning its head to the 
ground with a forked stick like those seen in 
the illustration above. It may then be picked 
up by the neck and dropped into the bag
